Y, January 17,1832. He is the son

still lires, £u her 86th year, a woman 
of rare gift* and remarkable intellect, 
a daughter of the late Archibald Camp 
bell, Esq., one of the oldest families o 
Beaten New York.

In 1878 he wai 
selected by the Board of Bishops a 
fraternal delegate to the General Con 
ferenee of the Methodist Episcopa 
Church South. 


BISHOP HURST. 


John Fletcher Hurst, D. D., was born 


August 17,1834, in a farm house nea 
Salem, Dorchester county, Md. 
H<_ 


eotnes of Puritan ancestry, and can 
trace the American branch of his fam 
ily as far back as 1644. 
His grand- 


father served in the Revolution and in 
the War of 1812. 


Dr. Hurst was educated at Dickinson 


College, graduating at the age of 19 
He soon bscame a Professor of Lan- 
guages in Bedding Literary Institute 
Ashland, N. Y., and was thus occupied 
until 185C. In the Fall of Jthat year 
he went to Europe and studied theolo 
gy at Halle and Heidelberg, and trav 
eled exaenaivaly on the Continent. Re 
turning to this country he entered the 
ministry and joined the East Balti 
•ore, now die Central Pennsylvania 
Conference. 
In 1858 he became a 


smbet of the Newark Conference, anc 


was stationed successively at Irvington 
N. J., Passiac, Elizabeth and Trinity 


" ;n Island. From here he went to 
>pe aa Professor in the Theologies! 
inary at Bremen, in the Fall o! 


186G, 'and went with the institution 
when it was removed to Frankfort-en- 
tbe-Main. He remained in this work 
nntil 1871, and then made the tonr ol 
the East and returned to take charge 
of the Department of Historical Theol- 
ogy in Drew Seminary, to fill the place 
of the honored Dr. NadaL In 1873 he 
waa, OB the election of President Foster 
as Bishop, ohosen President of Drew 
Seminary. When, three years ago, the 
institution was deprived of its entire 
endowment by Hie failure of Mr. Drew, 
Dr. Hurst set to work to regain it, and 
has gained it by his own solicitations 
the sum ;of 1311,000, and has firmly 
established the institution that seemed 
financially ruined. Dr. Hurst in 1859 
married Miss Catherine E. Lamnote. 
This lady has made the President's 
home at Drew a home of Christian hos- 
pitality. 
Dr. Hurst is of medium 


height, has brown hair, blue eyes, a face 
mnch like Wilbur Fisk's in outline, and 
a vigorous body, whioh has enabled him 
to be at once an author and moun- 
taineer. 


BISHOP WARREN. 


Henry White Warren, D. D., was 


bom near Northampton, Mass., in the 
year 1831. 
He comes of old New Eng- 


land stock. The farm on which he was 
born never passed out oi the family 
from the time it was bought of the In- 
dians until the present day. Dr. War- 
ren entered Wilbraham Academy at the 
age of 17, entered Wesleyan University 
at 19, and gradnated in 1853, his 
brother, now president of the Boston 
University, gradnated at the same time. 
While he was yet in college, he taught 
natural science in Amenia Seminary, 
and this bent to scientific inquiry has 
marked his whole life. After gradua- 
tion, Dr. Warren taught ancient lan- 
guages at Wilbraham Academy far two 
years. He entered the New England 
conference in the year 1855, and was 
assigned to Laurel Street Church, 
Worcester, Mass. From Worcester he 
went to Boston. He next removed to 
Lynn, and while stationed here More- 
sen ted hfs city in the legislatnre. The 
following year he waa chosen to preach 
the elective sermon before the governor 
and legitJatare, an honor which has 
been shared by only two other ministers 
of hit denomiaatioa. From Lynn he 
was transferred to Westfisld, Maas., 
thence to Cambridge, thence to Charles- 
town. From this charge he was called 
to Philadelphia. 
Front Philadelphia 


he was called to Brooklyn, where he 
spent three yean, and on finishing his 
tiaie attorned (o Philadelphia. Be has 
been prominently a .pastor, and la one 
of the three SMofotlke history of the 
church called directly from the pasto- 
rate to the Episcopate.

D,, wai born in the viciadty of Boa 
ton in the year 1820, and wag gradwtM 
with honor from the Wwleyan Univer- 
sity at Middletown, Conn, about 1842 
under the presidency of the emii 
Dr. Wilbur Fisk. 


Having a taste for teaching, he en- 


gaged as a professor in the Anenu 
Seminary, under the prinoipalsaip o 
Rev. Dr. Clark, afterwards bishop, ant 
whom he succeeded in the principal 
ship. While at Amenia he was mar 
ried to the daughter of Rev. George 
Coles, becoming thereby the brotlwr-in 
law of Rev. George W. Woodruff, D. D_ 
now secretary of the General Confer 
enee. Dr. Haven'i pastoral ministry 
began in the New York Conference, in 
which he filled two appointment* in th 
city of New York, at the dose of which 
in 1850, he was elected to the chair o 
Greek in the Michigan University. 


He was for several years editor 


Zion't Herald, at Boston, from whioh 
position he waa called to the presidency 
of Michigan University. In this posi 
tion Dr. Haven gained great reputation 
and became widely known as an ednca 
tor. 


From Michigan University Dr. Ha 


ven was called to the preiidenoy of the 
Northwestern University, * Methodis 
institution located at Evanston, 
Ii 


1872 Dr. Haven was made secretary o 
the educational department of his de 
nomination, which relation he still re 
tains. In 1874 Dr. Haven wai elected 
chancellor of Syracuse University, from 
which position he will now retire. Dr 
Haven'i success in so many responsibl 
and difficult appointments indicates his 
many-sidedness and versatility. 
The 


new office to whieh he has been elect- 
ed will require still other gifts, whicl 
no doubt Dr. Haven will be found to 
possess. He u a eonsin to the lat 
Bishop Gilbert Haven, and is descendec 
from a Methodist anoeitry. Dr. Haven 
is, like the lamented Bishop Thompson 
rather below the medium height, bu 
has a compact and sinewy body, full o 
force and vitality.

Terrible Fire at Milton, 


Pennsylvania.

MILTON, PA., May 14.—A fire broke 


out at 12 to-day in the car works, and 
a heavy (northwest wind prevailing, it 
waa impossible to check the progress of 
the flames until the entire business 
portion of the town was destroyed. It 
is estimated that 400 buildings are 
burned, including all the churches. The 
fire burned 
over a space of seven 


squares in length and two in width. As- 
sistance came tram Sunberg, Danville, 
Williamsport, Lewisbnrg and Watson- 
town. Among the buildings destroyed 
are Lamson's machine shops, the arm- 
ory, 
Academy of Music, Reformed 


Presbyterian, Catholic, Lutheran, Bap- 
tist and Evangelical churches ; banks, 
telegraph office, newspaper offices, the 
Pennsylvania railroad depot, gas works, 
and all the hotels. The only important 
business places saved are the rolling 
mills, nail works, Wilson's fly net fac- 
tory and the planing mills. Several 
bodies have been recovered, but are 
burned beyond recognition. Two hun- 
dred and fifty families are thereby 
rendered homeless and are camping out 
in the fields. Supplies of provisions 
and clothing are needed at once. It is 
impossible to estimate the loss at 
present. 


Large quantities of household goods 


were loaded on cars and taken on and 
down the road,and the fields about town 
are filled with goods. One lady lost 
$60,000 in government bonds. The fire 
raged so fiercely in the upper part oi 
the town that most of the people barely 
escaped. Several persons were severely 
burned. Total loss, estimated,$200,000.

He died at 4 o'clock, surrounded by his 
family. The physician pronounces apo- 
plexy as the cause of death.

Another V«de anecdote, told by 


Major Bickhmm the other night af- 
ter Uw ooqvflntion of this -week, is 
of special interest jost now as bear- 
ing upon the vote of i,he Ohio dele- 
jptim tt the Chicago convention. 
I had asked Mr. Bickhian if be 
thought the Blaine delegates wonld 
jqpport Sherman at Chicago. He 
ftjffled timt they would, saying that 
their influences and responsibilities 
at Chicago as state delegates would 
not permit them to do otherwise, 
and said that a nearly similar state 
of affairs existed in 1876 at Cincin- 
nati. There were Blaine men and 
Bristow men in the Ohio delegation, 
and some of them prior to the con- 
vention had sworn up and down 
that they would not support Hayes; 
yet when the time came they not 
only voted for him, but they also 
worked for him. 


"Ben Wade's talk at the caucus," 


said Mr. Bickbam, "made the dele- 
gation solid. 
He made a short 


speech on the instructions of the 
delegates as representing the great 
state of Ohio, rather than any spe- 
cial, district, and intimated that th 
delegate who voted in accordanc 
with the instructions of a distric 
rather than those of the state wa. 
taking upon himself a great respon 
eibility." 


At the time of the conventio 


Major Bickham wrote to Senato 
Wade especially urging him to b 
present, and on his coming he sen 
a carriage to the depot and had him 
brought to his rooms 
Mr. Wad 


being then quite old, had not in 
tended to come, and asked the Ma 
jor why he was so anxious that h 
should be present. 


Major Bickham told him reports 


had been scattered abroad that h 
(Mr. Wade) was not favorable t 
Hayes, and that he would not sup 
port him. He then asked Senato 
Wade how this was. 


Ben Wade drew himself up to hi 


foil height, and replied in his grid 
voice, somewhat weakened by age 
"Major Bickham, I shall certainl 
do all that I can for Governo 
Hayes. I have been taught in my 
life that the first duty of a subordt 
nate is to obey instructions. Th 
great state of Ohio has instrncte< 
me to vote for Mr. Hayes, and 
would be the height of presumption 
for me to say ray personal preferen 
ces or those of my district woul< 
permit me to act contrary to in 
structions."
